The Anstralian Election Law.

It gives much pleasure to note the |
very general intevest in, as evinead |
by the resolutious of farmersall over I
the state, and desive for the adoption
of the Australian Election
over the state. It is an evidence of
a genernl desire to secure honest
electiovs. that is both ereditable to

the people of the state, and a cuuse
for congratulation on the pmt of
these who have been champious of
the purity of the ballot.

As enacted in the last legisiature,
the law applies only to those cities
having over 5,000 people. and not to
the country at all. For a time there
were serious objections to it on the
part of some, who misunderstanding
the terms of the law, supposed that
it restricted the rights of the people
in the matter of voting for such cau-
didates as were not of the older pe-
litical parties.
